The original Canada as a colony 


of France extended from the Gulf | such activities than from any other | 


of St. Lawrence to the Mississippi 
river, while the British colonies on 
the Atlantic coast were bounded 
on the west by the Alleghany 
mountains. The capital of French 
Canada was Quebec city, and the 
bulk of the white population was 
settled along the banks of the St. 
Lawrence, between Quebee and 
Montreal. Beyond Montreal there 
were French trading and military 
posts with a few settlers around 
each as far as St. Louis to the 
southwest, and French traders had 
pushed as far northwest as St. 
Paul, Winnipeg and possibly Ed- 
monton. The fall of Quebec in the 
sixties of the eighteenth century 
brought Canada under British rule 
together with the colonies of the 
Atlantic coast. For the more amic- 
able government of the French 
population along the St. Lawrence, 
the British granted them special 
consideration in matters of law, 
language and religion. 

A few years later the British col- 
onies revolted, and with the ac- 
knowledgement of their independ- 
ence the part of Canada south and 
west of the lakes became part of 
the United States. 

The colonizing efforts of Britain 
established an English-speaking 
population in what is now Ontario. 


In the course of time these people, | 


finding themselves hampered by 


the concessions made by Britain 10| 


the French colonists of the St. 
Lawrence, demanded separate 
local government. This was grant- 
ed and the provinces of upper and 
lower Canada, or Canada west and 
Canada east, were established, 
with the Ottawa river as the divid- 
ing line. There was no immigra- 
tion from France. There was much 
immigration from the British is- 
lands and the United States, and 
consequently upper Canada _in- 
creased in population more rapidly 
than lower Canada. 

Quebee was an important sea 


port, Montreal was a city of com-| 


mercial importance. Trade was 
chiefly in the hands of English- 
speaking people in those two cities. 
There had been a considerable sct- 
tlement of English-speaking peo- 
ple between the French  settle- 
ments south of the St. Lawrence 
and the United States boundary, 
and also up the Ottawa river. The 
Mnglish-speaking population of 
lower Canada was important be- 
yound its numbers. They felt 
themselves at a disadvantage be 
cause of the peace conditions that 
had been granted French Canada. 
Under like circumstances the peo- 
ple of upper Canada had asked for 
separation. Now the English- 
speaking minority of lower Can 
ada asked not for the separation 
from lower Canada, but for the 
merging of lower with upper Can
